The'1882 crop was looked ii|x.n during tins stripping season as 


a poor crop. 
It was full of shed-burn, owing to the extreme wet 


wetijthcr during the harvesting process, and the crowded condi- 
tion in the sheds. 
The crop was sold at a nominal figure and 


'cleaned up by the packers, be.iiig well assorted. 
The wrapper 


grades came through the sweat with much merit, at least 50 per 
cent, of the wrapper grades being of very line quality, and selling 
at remunerative! prices. 


The crop of 188!! was much sought. The profits made on the 


Let lei' grade* of the 1882 caused the packers to go wild after this 
crop, and there was a craze to comer the fine wrapper portion in 
Wisconsin. 
Prices ranged in bundle from 12 to 25c per pound, 


^lucli of this crop was bought standing in the fields. One-fourth 
•.of the crop, the latter setting, was more or less fro/en, and where 
it was not blistered was run in as good tobacco. 
Dealers packing 


this crop will never forget their experience. 
Nearly all lost, big 


money. 
One grower in Kock county sold his entire crop of six 


acres for 25c per .pound. .Many sold itt II! and 18e; per Ib. 
The 


lucrative prices received for this crop of tobacco turned the atten- 
tion of many to this industry. 


The .1884 crop will long be remembered by both dealers ami 


growers of the state.' This was one- of the finest looking crops 


vjn (he field that the state has ever pordueed. It was exceptionally 
free from blemish with a phenominal growth ''Everything point- 
ed to fine wrappers and 1882 prices. JS'he crop was bought in 
bundle it;t prices ranging from 10 to ISc with an average oC1i!« 
per pound straight—the entire crop being lifted from first hands. 
Unfortunately this crop did not cure out well in cases; much of 
if thickened, up and did not prove to bi> good wrappers. In tho 
selling of this crop of tobacco dealers were confronted with the. 
fact that Sumatra tobacco had found its way into market, and 
the comparison was so great, that our tol»aeco could not be sold 
for wrappers. Fortunes were lot-it by dealers in this crop. 
The 


high price to the farmers for the 1884 crop proved an injury in- 
stead of a blessing. 
They went wild on tobacco, raised double 


their acreage- in 1885, built sheds, and in any cases ligured on 
the new crop to pay for the buildings. 


The 188-1 crop was a great disappointment. The bottom seem- 


ed to him; fallen oint.of the prices; Sumatra had supplanted Wis- 
consin tobaccos for wrappers, and Connecticut and York wtale 
tobaccos supplied the demand for binder purposes. 
Dealers re- 


fused to buy at. any price. 
The erpp was poorly handled and 


cased by tho fanners; much of the tobacco was damaged in the

If the tobac- 
co growers of the state of Wisconsin..could secure pure Havana 
need for the entiro crop, and burn all ithe old seed on hand in the 
state, it would mean a net prolit of at. least half a million dollars 
to the farmers, and a larger profit to the packers .of the state tbo 
iir*il season. 


The stale, experiment station, during the last season, has grown 


one aero of pure Havana seed as a starter for the growers, and in

the near future, with the hearty co-operation of both fanner and 
dealer, will be in a position Jo supply the growers with the very 
best seed obtainable, and suited to the conditions and envoirmonts

EARLY STKONG PLANTS. 


Tobacco growers Who make a success in growing tobacco, aim 


to have goocPearly stocky plants, ready for transplanting early in 
•Tune. In order to make a success of a crop of tobaccq, the grower 
should provide himself with an abundance of early plums. One 
acre of good early tobacco is worth more than two acres of unripf^ 
iinfinished (tobacco, airtl the; net profit, fo say nothing of the satis- 
faction to l>otb grower and dealer, is ninclf greater. 


SUITABLE SOIL. 


In order to produce a first-class binder crop the soil is one of 


the first considerations. 
There is no'profit in raising tobacco on 


poor soil; better raise fewer acres, and have the land in good 
condition.. A profit on one acre is better {than a loss on five. Good 
rich sandy loam is best suited to the growth of a crop of tobacco.- 
Generally speaking, tobacco growers do not spend sufficient time in 
fitting and preparing the soil for the crop. From personal obser- 
vation and experience, tobacco ground should be manured and 
plowed in Hie-full, or manure spread on the ground during the 
winter months, and plowed under early the following spring. The 
soil should be thoroughly pulverized anil mellowed after plowing,, 
at intervals until the plants aro ready to transplant. 


TRANSPLANTING. 


.-Select, only good stocky-plaints, with fibrous roots; • Much de- 
pends upon an even stand the first setting, and in order to secure 
n good stand, the preliminary work must be thorough, and hearty 
plants provided. .Much depends in the manipulation of the plan- 
ter. 
The rows should bo straight, and the plants evenly distribut- 


ed with an abundance of moisture. 


CULTIVATION. 


If the soil has been thoroughly prepared for «hc crop, cultivation 


should commence at least three days after setting. Shallow culti- 
vation is preferable. Never allow the soil to becomo packed, and 
pour for lack of cultivation. Tobacco is a crop which should 
grow rapidly, and the plant depends upon the fibrous roots, which 
obtain nourishment, and plant food close to the surface; hence, 
the argument for shallow cultivation. Farmers should bear in 
mind tlmt tillage is for the purpose of improving the physical . 
condiitioii of the soil, and is a means of liberating the plant food 
within the soil. The fining of the surface soil increases the num- 


. her of soil .particles, thus giving the fine rootlets a greater oppor- 


tunity to find the plant food within their reach. This filing of 
the,soil also allows a freer circulation of air, a very essential ele- 
ment in the growth of all plants, and especially tobacco. 'With- 
out an abundance of oxygen supplied by th« air, bacterial lifo 
could not be as ac.tive as is necessary for the liberation and as- 
similation of plant food. This fining of the surface soil'also en- 
ables it to warm up more quickly iif the spring time, a very im-x 
portant factor in the cultivation and trrowth of the tobacco'crop, 
especially where one is required to' deal wiith lands that are cold 
' 


ami heav3'. In a dry season the most important office of this culti- 
vation, the stirring of the soil, is the increasing of the amount of 
water which the soil will contain. 


TOPPING. 


As a rule, farmers who have the good fortune to grow an even 


crop of tobacco, and top the same as soon as the buds show, most 
invariably secure a well matured early erojN of tobacco. 
Never 


allow the crop to blossom out, as this has a tendency to make the 
tobiicco coarse and woody in fibre. This is one of the greatest mis- 
takes noticeable in the tobacco sections of Wisconsin. ' Farmers' 
who are unfortunate in getting a good stand at first setting and 
transplant, as a rule, practice the eveniiig up process by allowing

• »• •» y jritibini, 
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the n>.«t. seating to go to seed, and then topping tho whole crop at 
one time. This is a great waste of nature's energy, and is a suro 
index of a hard crop to handle with profit afiter it reaches the deal- 
ers hands. 


ITAPvVESTIXG. 


It is safe to commence harvesting the crop in throe or four weeks 


from date of topping. .Much depends upon the weather after 
lopping.- Never cut the crops until tho,top leaves hegin to mottle. 
Always sucker three days prior to harvesting. 
Tobacco should 


stand at least one day after heavy rains to take on gum. 
Avoid 


cutting until after it lip morning dews have evaporated. It, is un- 
profitable to harvest tobacco until the crop is well matured. Much 
depends on the good judgment, manifest, in harvesting, and tho 
gro\ver should exercise eternal vigilance in looking after every 
dtfciil, and not allow tho help to cut and slash and ruin a good 
crop of tohacco. Every plant should he handled with sacred care. 
Chop down only what can he carefully handled without getting sun- 
hurned or wet. Never attempt to do more in ono dav than can he 
carefully and well done. 
Don't crowd 'too many plants on the 


lath. J.<M)k after the spacing in the shed when the'tohticco is hung. 
Leave at least six inches between plants, and >ce that the tobacco 
w iiMt bruised and torn in handliii"- 


VJ2XTILAT.IOX. 


Look carefully to the proper ventilation of the shed, as much de- 


pends ujM.n the proper curing of the tobacco, and especially the 
lirst two weeks after the tohacco is hung in U'o shed, as this 'is the 
crucial test. Many a good crop has been ruined for lack of care- 
lul attention when lint hung. Open wide the bottom and top venti- 


lators and let the air circulate up under the crop freely. The mat- 
ter of curing is sadly neglected by a large number of growers, and 
1 wish rto emphasize the importance of making this a special study. 
Watch the condition of the crop from day to day, see that the sym- 
toms are healthy and favorable every morning; strive to avoid the 
dire calamity of shed-burn and pole-rot. 
Some seasons this re- 


quires great skill and knowledge. 
Wisconsin wcatlicr is liable (to 


he treacherous and disappointing. There is also danger of too rap- 
id drying of the crop during the curing process. After the first 
three weeks tobacco should cure slowly, and have time to absorb 
all the ingredients of the stock. Growers should realize ithe im- 
portance of'proper ventilation, and use v<;ry precaution in con- 
trolling the atmosphere in the shed. 


To successfully raise, cure and market, cigar leaf tohacco of tho 


'finest quality is1 therefore a .business of great care, and involves 
attention to every detail of management, at the different, stages. 
The importance of attention to ithese details is of .greater conse- 
quence in this crop than in any other grown. 
To successfully 


grow the crop in the first phtee is a dilliculf matter; to cure it 
properly is of almost equal importance. A thorough knowledge of 
every phase of culture and curing is essential to success, and it is 
dilliciilt to say that one is of more consequence than the other, 
but if such a comparison were made;, the preference would he giv- 
en to culture, for although a finely grown crop may be injured by 
careless curing, no skill in curing can'make a fir.-it-class product of 
a poorly grown crop.

inNi the shed in excellent condition, was placed in bundle under 
most'favorable circumstances, sold at from 8c-fo IL'c, was all 
lifted from first hands early in the season, cured well, in cases, 
sampled out bright as gold eagle, was a quick seller to the manu- 
facturer at, a neat profit to the packers. 


The 1S!)1 crop was inferior in develoinnent; and had little 


merit to sell it. 
It was mostly picked up/by dealers at fie to 7e 


iiMiundle. This crop was not a money maker to the packer. 


The JSSlii crop grew quick, was leafy, with 'iill appearances of 


afi excellent binder. 
Was picked up early in tho season by deal- 


ers at. prices ranging from 7c to !)c. 
This -packing proved' a 


"BlackvKyo" to the pucker* as a large jmrccntage of the crop 
was effected with black rot in the curing process. Many dealers 
were ship-wrecked and eternally lost from this 8tid experience. 


The IS'Kt-crop was an extreme dry weather crop. The leaf 


was short, and thick in texture. Deu'lors refused to buy in the 
bundle: farmers were compelled to place the crop in cases. The 
hulk of this crop, after it had gone through the sweat, sold at T.c 
to 7c actual weight. 


The 1S!)-i crop was a repetition of the IS!*.'! crop. As a con- 


sequence the goods lay in farmers hands for two years, as jhere 
was practically.no market for such goods.

^ Tho-aWM! crop'was very promising up to the harvesting season. 
Tin fortunately a large; acreage of this crop was damaged by hail. 
The remainder of the crop was badly whipped in most sections. 
The crop, was leafy, and meritorious in many respects, and the 
sounder portions of the crop sold at prices ranging from fie to 7c 
in bundle. 


The 1807 crop proved to lx> a dark colored undesirable leaf, ' 


but owing to the growth of ithe leaf, packers, jumped into the 
field, and bought a large proportion of the crop at prices ranging 
from 7c to Sc in bundle. The crop came through the sweat sound, 
hut. was woody in texture, unfinished in color, and an aggravation 
and disappointment, to both dealer and pucker.

The JS'.IS crop made a pheiiominal growth in nearly every sec- 


tion in the state. 
It went into the bundle exceptionally sound 


and sold readily at prices ranging from 7c to 10c. The'acreage 
being large, farmers reaped a great harvest'from this crop. The 
hulk of the crop came omt, of the sweat, in excellent condition, 
very satisfactory to the puckers. A portion of the crop however 
was effected with black rot and caused much uneasiness until 
after the goods had been thoroughly examined and cleaned up. 
The growth and even color of the leaf was'what made this crop 
meritorious.

The ISIlit crop was a slow grower in the field. Tn many sec- 


tions the crop was stunted for lack of moisture. 
The crop was 


sold at prices ranging from fie to Sc in bundles.. This crop was 
not a glittering success to tho packers of the state, as quite a 
percentage of the crop turned dark and heavy during tho sweat- 
ing process. 


The 1!)00 crop needs no introduction. The growth was quick, 


with interruption; the leaf was spready, wiith desirable li-hf. col- 
ored goods. Farmers made a mistake in crowding this crop in 
the shed, and as a direct consequence a portion of the crop was 
ruined by shed-burn. 
The crop sold readily at. prices ranging 


from Sc to IL'C. This crop was carefully handled by the packers', 
and very precaution used to prevent and calamity that might 
folow during sweating process. -J,, s,,iu. Of all the precaution 
usod, one-fourth of the packing sampled out grey, and ate into 
the much earned profit, to which the puckers were entitled. 
The 


sound portion of this tobacco was in quick demand bv the munu- 
iacturcr.s and sold on guaranteed tickets at nununerative prices.

in bundle at. from 7 to 10 cents quickly; some exceptionally fine 
appearing crops brought VI'cents.

give venturo 'to tlio packer, owing to the fntit that f.lio goods com- 
menced to contract, and thicken as tho crop cured in the. shed. 
This process continued until after tlio goods had gone through the 
sweat. As a natural result, a very large; percentage of the crop 
was too .short, and spongy in leaf to make desirable binders. 
This 


crop of tobacco throughout the state cost the packers 2 cents per 
pound morc^than it was worth. Much of this crop is unsold at 
the present time, and will have to await its turn for B purposes. 


The 1002 crop was jthe banner crop of the state from a yield- 


crs stand-point to the fanner. 
The acreage was the largest ever 


grown in the State of Wisconsin. 
There was somewhere from 


48,000 to 50,000 acres grown. This crop was contracted early in 
the season at prices ranging from S to l-Ji/f. cents in bundle! 
Tlio tobacco cured down iti shud with briglut "Boston colors, but 
like the. 1900, quite h percentage of the crop was shed-burn. The 
crop came through the sweat with good even colo'rs with a small 
percentage of damage to .the upper grades. Some grey and mold 
being manifest. 
The shed-bum and filler portions of this crop 


came out of jthe sweat in universally damaged condition. The up- 
per grades of the packing sold on their merits at good prices.' This 
crop of tobacco taxed tlio warehouse capacity of tlio state to (heir 
full extent, and required more patient care to clean and handle 
than any crop previously grown. On the whole tins crop of tobac- 
co proved remunerative to both grower and packer. 


The 1!)0:5 was grown and harvested under most unfavorable 


conditions. The natural dovelopcment of the crop was leafy; the 
excessive moi-iture and cold nights had a very il»mayin<j effect 
on 


the quality of the leaf. A large proportion of the crop was har- 
vested before it had matured with excessive moisture in the plant. 
The crop as a whole cured down in bad condition in the shed, and 
lias proven a great disappointment to the growers in the state. 
A jwrtion of this crop was contracted curly "in the season before 
harvesting at prices ranging from S to 10 cents, but. owing to 
damaged condition when bundled and delivered, much disappoint- 
niont was experienced by both grower and dealer, and the goods 
were received with a compromise under original price. 
A largo 


proportion of tliu crop was bundled mid was sold on its merits 
early in the winter months, at prices ranging closes around fi cents. 
One-fourth of the crop is unsold; and dealers are reluctant, to buy 
at any price. The .filler )H>iitions of this crop are a positive fail- 
ure, and will never be put. in cases. 


It will be noted that the liigest prices paid for Wisconsin 


tobacco occurred during the years of 3 SSI, ISS.'J and 1SS-1.

of the-surrounding country, should be 
congratulated upon 
having secured 


this factory. To be sure tho amount 
of labor employed In n sugar factory 
In small compared with, the slzu and 
cost of tho plant, and the value of 
the product manufactured, but their 
busy tlmo occurs when some of the 
other factories aro running light, and 
they can give employment to many 
who might otherwise be Idle.

The Wisconsin doctor was appoint- 


ed one of the two special commission- 
ers. whoso first duty was to travel 
and ascertain all data possible along 
the line of climatic 
changes that

using in thu treatment and cure of 
tuberculosis In this country. 


The following April 
^) In the 


city of Boston, Mass., The American 
Invalid Aid Society was 
organized 


•under the laws of that state. Then 
began a moro 
practical 
crusade 


against our common foe by furnishing 
the most reliable Information by the 
Medical profession and through the 
public press to dispense such know- 
ledge to the people and especially to 
the victims of the 
dread disease. 


Our Wisconsin 
doctor was elected 


and served ns the llrst secretary of 
this Society. 
During the next six 
years there were several 
hundred 


victims of the scourge who received 
aid through this Society, and by this 
lend-a- band procedure proof was es- 
tablished that by a wise use of cli- 
mate cure for consumption, more than 
ninety per cent of the victims who 
crcd their health. 
As an outgrowth of this Society In 


Boston, came tue State llbspltal for 
consumptives at Rutland. Mass. In a 
state where the death rate Is record- 
ed to be an average of live thousand 
annually from Ibis one disease, theru 
surely was great-need of establishing, 
an active crusade against Its rava- 
ges. 
Out without wlsiilng to crlticltiu 


methods on which to conduct such 
a warfare I will be 
pardoned if I 
suggest that It needs the greatest 
and most wise and practical iuu of 
money in order to bring the best re- 
sults; notwithstanding 
it lias cost 


nearly or quite double to 
what it 
ought, to restore to health a victim 
of tuberculosis In Mass., fact remains 
that large per cent of good was obtain- 
ed in that great Commonwealth. It 
Is through others that we may learn 
lessons of wisdom, then If we will, 
Improve on methods of economy. In 
the Massachusetts Hospital for con- 
sumptives the victim la put at the ex- 
penditure of four dollars ($1) 
per 


•week to have n trial of being a semi 
Independent Individual, for It cosw 
$8 per capita per week and the state 
pays half that sum. This ought not 
uo to be, for on a. farm of 100 acres 
the selected victims who are admit- 
ted there should have an opportunity 
to earn their part of living while the 
process of catchnlg health is going 
on. at tho same time the.farm Is con- 
stantly growing more and' more pro- 
ductive, until the Institution becomes 
self-supporting, and reaches a point 
•where at least ninety per cent of the 
beneficiaries shall be

A silence rests upon tlirs curly history of flic Uoek river val- 


ley, which .the aiitiquriim vainly strives to penetrate. 
The past 


years roll hy in ghostly proocssiim, lint the shadows heyond them 
are voiceless. iXo haunting shade of the AVa polio or Kcokuk re- 


, ttirns from the land hoyond the sunset to tell us of the tragic lifo 
• dramas once enacted here. 
We have only 1i few almriginal tra- 


ditions, and. the musical nomenclature once applied to adjacent 
localities will ore long sink into ohlivion. 89011 only the student 
of ancient archives will rcmomher the name given hy tho Winnc- 
hiigoes to 'our heantiful river, "\Ye-ras-hn-na-gra, tho River of 
Rocks." Among the Algoiupiins it "was kjiowji by the arbilunt 
appellative, "Sinsipe."

Our records of early settlements in this region are replete 


with the struggles of those old pioneers, who laid tho foundalion 
of our civilization, ami who "hnildcd belter than they knew." 
There Avere giants in those days, men mighty in resources, fort- 
titnde, and courage. 
The snows drifted 
and the stars shone 


through the roofs of their rude dwellings, but they slept soundly 
and ate lieartily <if their venison and corn cakes. They could not 
always pay twenty dollars for a barrel of Hour, and forty dollars 
per barrel for pork, but they never hungered. - Like the Scotch 
'lassie, they were "content wi' little, for they could mi' ha' main" 


FJKST PJ2KuMAN.ENT SETTLKMKXT 


Oil a sunny morning in 1&;>~>, a party of travelers encamped 


on the highlands east of tin:'.present, city of .lanes'ville. A scene 
of enchanting beauty unfolded before them. . To the east and 
south- extended the undulating prairie, jeweled with myriads of 
wild ilowers as thick as "the leaves of Viilloinbrosa." Jt. was a 
hind lowing with milk and honey, .that blessed realization of 
their golden dreams. "Jt is tho 'Happy Valley!" "lit is the Can- 
aan!" exclaimed another. They named the ridge on which they 
stood "Mount Zion," for.to them it was a mount of prophet 
vision. They beheld as in a mirage, limned on the roseate skies 
of the future, a prosperous metropolis, locaitcd in the green valley 
of tho Rock. Could ihoy behold the city as it is now, the mart 
of business trailic, tho center of varied industries, traversed by 
lines of mystic/electric Jluid hound in iron chains, they might 
well exclaim: '. "JJehold what a miracle the divine inspiration of 
genius hath wrought." 


Those early pioneers were joined soon after by others, and 


in the fall of 1SJJ5 the first log cabin was built nearly opposite 
tho "big rock," then covered with scrub cedars. This point'had 
been for years a fording place and rendezvous for fur-traders. 
Prom the flat summit of tho "rock," only three years before, 
^fuckctay ^InkckaM'hkaik (Jilackllawk) harangued his warriors 
and in the oak openings were still found the embers of his camp 
fires. 


FIRST EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 
". 


The first settlers had hardly made themselves comfortable 


in jthcir rude cabins before they opened a school for their chil- 
dren. They were eastern people and fresh from the educational 
institutions of their childhood; inspired:hy--lessons learned there- 
in, they l>elicved that culture is a necessity of good citizenship. 


The first school was established in a little log house on the. 


bank of the river in tho suburb now known as Spring IJrook. 
It 


was taught by Hiram JJrown. This'primitive school house was 
of tho rudest construction, with chinked walls of rough-hewn logs 
and seats of bass-wood slabs. In tho sultry summer days, stray 
Indians returnhig to Lake Koshkonong to fish and harvest wild 
rice, peered in at the open windows and listened iu wonder to 
tho busy hum of study. 


In 1S-10 u school was opened in tho woods near ^fain street, 


three rods north of Milwaukee street. 
There Miss Cornelia 


Sheldon (afterward Mrs. Isaac Woodle) patiently sought to im- 
part wisdom to the sturdy little Badgers. She was succeeded tho 
following winter by Rev. G. W. Lawrence. 
Tho first debating 


club was organized thait winter. 
Prominent among those who 


participated in debates was .Tames If. Knowlton, who afterwards 
displayed marked forensic ability. 
31 is contemporaries at bar a 


few years later were Matt Carpenter, 3Ton. Isaac. Woodle, and 
Hon. Chas. Jordan. Other instructors in the village schools for 
several years thereafter were'Messrs. Little, Bennett, Wood, and 
White. 
The path of tho teacher was not strewn with roses in 


those brave days of old. 
Schoolma'ams were hired for the sum- 


mer and masters for the winter, for it "was a festive pastime for 
the big boys to inaugurate rebellion and "chuck" the master into 
the snow drifts. 
' 


A few years later two brick school houses were erected. Ono 


of these was lately razed cm-Division street, in the second ward. 
It was considered a model of convenience, and regarded with 
feelings of pride by those citizens who planned itsV-redion. 
For 


years it has been used as a stable. To what a base estate relent- 
less time oft brinps the vaunted works of man! 


TIM-: JANESVILLK ACADEMY 


In IS-I.", a charter was granted to A. Hyatt ,Smi:th', W. IT. 


Bailey, Charles Stevens, ,T. B. Doe, E. V. Whitoli, and others, for 
the purpose of establishing nil Academy in .Tancsville. 


V 
A stone building of commodious proportions was erected on 


High street, and in IS44 a school was opened therein with Rev. 
Thomas ,T. Ruger as principal. 


Messrs. Allen, Woodruff, Woodard, Webb, Spicer, and Gor- 


ton successfully took charge of this institution, and about lSr>5 
tho property was purchased by the city for use as a public school, 
and was known for a brief period thereafter as the .Tancsvillo 
Free Academy. This ancient landmark has been torn down, and 
tho imposing edifice known as the Lincoln school erected on its 
siite. 
Many of the older business men of .Taiiesvillo owe their 


rdue-.ition to the curriculum of.the old academy. 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM—The Growth of the Idea. 


No sjate in the Union has made such liberal provision for 


free education as Wisconsin. 


^ The delegates sent from .Tancsville to the convention assembled 
in 1S-HM7-1S to draft a state constitution were E. V. Whiton 
and Hon. A. Hyatt Smith. After a noble partisan controversy 
the present constitution was adopted in ISIS. Therein provision 
was mado for a school fund of more than $.1,000,000, only the 
accrued intor^t, of that sum over to be expended. 


_ J'or nearly ten years, under tho village charter, .TnncWillo 


. luniiitniiicd her district schools, but these were crude in method^ 


and-as the poulation increased a higher .grade of culture was 
demanded. 
A few enterprising citizens, with wise forethought, 


determined upon a 
thorough 
organization and gradation of 


schools. 
Among those who were enthusiastic promoters of this 


achievement were Hon. «F. .F. R. Pease, Dr. L.-J. Barrows, Hon. 
Win. A. Lawrence, Hon. .las. Sutherland, .Tndge M. S. Prichard, 
and H'on. B. Eldredge. 
Surprising as it may seem, there were 


"moss-backs" in itliose days who blocked the wheels of progress. 
In 1855, the present system of schools was adopted, although not 
in practical operation until the schools were thoroughly graded 
Jn 1S5«. 


At this times the record of educational and lislerary institu- 


tions of the city embraced a central high school, eight schools of 
lower grade, three select, schools, and the State Tnstiitnti; for the 
Blind, also the .Tanesville •Lyceum and the Mechanics' Institute, 
the latter society assembling 
for 
improvement 
in arts and 


sciences.

In IS.IO commodious buildings were erected in the' second

With its several departments, in which 
were pursued studies 


taught in our best Academies, with its ability to graduate pupils 
with a thorough English and Classical education, the old acad- 
emy became a magnet of superior force and an important factor 
in municipal affairs.

A demand for more room secured -the erection of the High' 


School building in isns,->at a cost of $-10,000 and in 1S50 tho 
High school department with Leyi.Cass as principal, was trans- 
ferred ito its new location.

were erected in the First and Fourth wards. In 1870 requisite 
appropriation was made for the Lincoln school building, which 
was erected on the silo of the old Academy. 


OLD TIME DISCIPLINE 


_ Among the old time pedagogues was one whose methods of 


discipline wero unique if not effective. 
His inventive genius 


was superb. The ruler, the hickory switch, and the strap were1 


constantly employed. At the least provocation his ruler was hurl- 
ed across the desks, with unerring precision, aimed at the head 
of the offender. Woo upon the luckless wight who did not duck 
his tow-head in time: For minor offenses delinquents were com- 
pelled to .stand upon a chair, with ono foot uplifted, and whittle 
n hard-wood stick, or .they were caught up ."scruff aud heels," 
and thrust into the long box stove, if perchance the fire was out. 
In lien of chewing gum they were given chips from the wood box- 
to ruminate. 
The punishment "sitting on the wall" deserves 


more than a passing mention. 
The unhappy culprit qau'ght in 


mischief was compelled to brace his spine 'upon the wall, plnco 
his heels, a foot from the base-board, and maintain a sitting pos- 
iure upon an imaginary scat for an interminable period. If 
through weariness the miserable sufferer tried to support himself 
n smart blow from the omnipresent ruler, deftly applied, prompt- 
ly elevated his knees to the required angle. 


With the progress of modern thought, there came a reform 


in •methods of discipline. Corporal punishment was rarely re- 
sorted to, and pupils were taught the higher law of individual 
moral responsibility. 


Opposition to the graded school system existed, long after 


its organization. 
The privileged few patronized select, schools, 


and were averse to taxation for the higher education of tho son 
of Jal)pr in Ins patched sui* of jeans. A new era dawned when 
the schools wero carefully graded, and pupils realized that rapid 
promotion rewarded earnest work. 
The students in tho High 


.School department in the old Academy led in' the march of prog- 
«?ss. in tliat little school-room world were set in motion the high- 
er moral forces of the divine work-shop. Pictures were hunsr, 
ami evergreens were festooned above the smoke-grimed cracks, 
winch time was tracing on the old wails. By voluntary suhscrin-' 
tions a plltno was hired, and music lent its charms to school exer-

cleanscd their surroundings, both boys aud girls digressed with 
apt facility, and as often as neecssijy demanded brought eoap anil^ 
water, and remaining after school,-scrubbed the desks and floors,' 
and polished the windows until they shone in the sunlight.

I received $15.00-per week salary, paid $4.fiO for board and, 


washing, leaving a margin of $l.r>0 per week, $(50.00 per year, 
for clothing and support during the twelve weeks of vacation. • 
Most of my spare time was spent in wearisome plans for "Making 
auld clues look amaist as weel as new.". 


The interesting fact is recalled that a number of years, ago' 


at the close of one year under a new administration, fifteen 
teachers were discharged in the effort to "clear out tho dead 
wood." 
This story would not be complete without its sequel, 


and therein lies a moral. Tn due course of time the majority o£ 
these discharged teachers were re-instated.

continuous and superior cultivation, 
produces better grain crops, beside:) 
permitting the growing of other high- 
culture plants and vegetables which 
could not bo grown profitably hereto- 
fore. 


With the raising of larger.nnd mora 


valuable crops naturally .th"e\Value of 
the land Increases. The beet, further' 
more, produces fodder, 
and 
hence 


more' manure. Tl)rough it the farm- 
er Is enabled to Increase 
his 
live 


stock without hardly any Increase In 
expense. The final ivsult of alt this 
Is prosperity written In capital let- 
ters. 


Many of. our states, as hown by 


extensive experiments, are well adapt 
ed for the raising of sugar beets, and 
contain In the largest measure every 
condition necessary for the success- 
ful nnd fruitful development of the 
beet sugar industry, but, as has been 
the case In Europe, the successful 
and permanent establishment of -the 
Industry will depend on the Interest 
which Intelligent farmers will take 
In raising a sugar bret which will fill 
all the requirements of the factory. 
On the quality of the beet'depends to 
a large extent the success of the fac- 
tory. 
A mere high percentage or 


sugar In the b'eet. however. Is not the 
sole requirement, although a most im- 
portant line. .Besides the largest poa 
slble amount of .sugar,, a good beet 
should contain the smallest percent- 
age of foreign substances, whether 
saline, nitrogenous or Indifferent non- 
nitrogenous organic compounds." Purl- 
ty In the beet Is of as much import- 
ance as sugar content, for factory ex- 
perience has established the fact that 
eveiy one per cent of foreign admix- 
ture will render about IVi per cent ot 
sugar In the juice uncrystalllzablo. 
converting It into less valuable mo- 
lasses. 


It Is of the utmost Importance that 


the farmer wishing to engage In beet 
culture should fully understand the 
niceties of It. and It Is the purpose ot 
these lines to aid him 
In the dis- 


semination of facts which have been 
instrumental in the developcmcnt of 
the culture In European beet growing 
countries. 


Before entering Into detail on the 


subject of beet culture I will explain 
what constitutes a good beet for su- 
gar making purposes. To do this It 
Is necessary to first give a short his- 
tory of the sugar beet. 


Their History. 


The beet (Hetn vulgnrls) Is a plant 


of the order of the chlnspodlaceae 
(goosofoot family), and was known 
far 'back In ancient hlstory^The plant 
was found growing wild In vBgypt and 
along the snores of the Mediterran- 
ean, and was cultivated long before 
the Christian era. 
Many varieties were 


known to the ancients, 'vastly differ- 
ing In color and quality. In the works 
of Pliny, the younger, It la described 
as a sugary vegetable plant, and It 
would, therefore, appear that already 
at his time (fil-lin A. D.) the beot 
was utilized as an article of food. 
However. It seems to have 4>eon the 
dark rc«l beet, which today Is still 
used upon our tables as salad rr 
pickled, which were preferred to the 
varieties of a paler color for eating 
purposes. 
The supposition . Is that 


this red beet, respectively the sugar 
beet, was Introduced into Germany, 
as most of the cultivated plants, by 
the IlomniiB. during the time of their 
Invasions Into Germany; 


There are some forty varieties of 


beets in the United States, which may 
be divided into three sticjclnct classes 
viz: those used for human food; sec- 
ond, those used for stock feeding, and 
third, those, used for migar making. 
The red and yellowish varieties grown 
In our gardens and fields are types 
of the first class, the many varieties 
of Mnngelwurzel or stock beets Illus- 
trate the second class. 
while thu 


white Klclnwnnxlobener. Vllmorln nnd 
the Mangold are representatives of 
the third class. 


Many Varieties. 
The real sugar beet Is white In col- 


or. a slim cone with n single tap root 
covered with fine halrllko rootlets. 
Originally the sugar beet was Iden- 
tical with the ordinary field or gar- 
den heel, but by careful cultivation 
and selection of seed the sugar beet 
has been raised from its former con- 
dition until It now contains from 15 
to is per cent of sugar, and even 
higher. 
In the developcmcnt of the 


sugar beet ihe different types have 
been built nf) |n the same general 
way. by breeding and selection, an 
have the different breeds of cattle. 
The shape anil size of the beet. Its 
color, nnd character of the folfcge, 
are Its distinguishing marks. 


The. 
varieties of beets best known 


In tills country are (he Kleinwanzloh- 
encr, Vllmorln nnd Mangold. 
The 


first two mentioned are 
the 
best 


known. The 
Klcinwanzlebencr 
is 


probably morn widely grown In this 
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country than any other variety. 


It lias a conical root. straight anil 


oven, qnlto large at the head anil 
rapidly tapering, and Is distinguished 
from the Vllmorln by the- brighter 
color and brighter colored loaves.- The 
Vllmorln Is of a more slender shape 
than the Klolnwanrlebener. 
It 
Is 


claimed that It liolds HH sugar con- 
tents better than any other variety, 
and In those factories In which It Is 
•worked ui> In connection with .other 
varieties It Is customary to work up 
all other varieties first, reserving the 
Vllmorln beets for the end of tlio sea. 
son. 
It Is also claimed that tho Vll- 


morln resists better than any other 
variety tho unfavorable influences of 
certain characters of soil and of cer- 
tain manures. It thrives well In black 
soils rich In organic matter where 
other varieties of beets become wat- 
ery or saline In excess. Heavy quan- 
tities of nitrogenous fertilizers, which 
are carefully excluded 
from 
oilier 


varieties, can he applied with safety 
to tho Vllmorln 
Its 
average per- 


centage of sugar Is about 10 to IK per 
cent, and Its average yield per acre 
under favorable conditions fourteen 
tons. The average yield pnr aero of 
tho Klolnwanzlebonor Is given us fif- 
teen tons, but It Is gene/Hilly not a» 
rich In sacchurino as the Vllmorin, 
running about 1-1 to is per cent of 
sugar.

• Of course, there In no variety of 
sugar beets, which might be said to 
be suited to all coalitions of sol), 
climate, etc. In different soils ami un 
tier different treatment given varieties 
yttt\ show different results, nor ,1s It 
'safe to take the experience of one 
locality as applicable to all and any 
localities. 
Thus It has been found 
that the results -of certain varieties 
raised 
in Ktirbnoan beet-growing lo- 


calities, as compared with tho results 
"obtained with Identically tho sunn 
varieties anil In similar soils In this 
country differed very largely, both as 
regards percentage of sugar and yield 
per acre. 


The only sure and 'practical way 


.for our beetgrowcr Is" to "ascertain !>> 
actual experiment which varieties arc 
"best suited for his lands. 


Soil Conditions. 


The sugar beet thrives In a variety 


'of soils, •but best In rich well cultivut- 
cd aiul well manured soil.' Calclfer 
"ous or clay sandy soils are equal!} 
suitable for It. • A pcrmeuble subsol 
'Is needed and wherever this does noi 
'exist a well drainage system must 
be resorted to. 


A sandy loam has two-fold advnn 


tages for sugar beets: Firstly; It per 
"mils the beetroot to penetrate dee| 
Into tho Boll, and secondly, because 
'beets grown In Mich soil are casll) 
.harvested without great loss liy whai 
;ls called "tare"; In other words HI 
beet comes comparatively clean on 
of the ground, whereas beets grown 
'In clay soil are very hard to get uo 
of the ground. Involving an extra ex 
"penso to the farmer, by reason of the 
adherence of this soil to tho beet am 
'upon which the farmer pays freight 
On no account should poor land be 
selected for beet culture, or land tha 
"Is not well trained, for although the 
Beet requires an abundance of mols 
ture. yot It does not thrive In we 
soils. Very light sandy soils, heavy 
clay soils and Alkali soils should like 
•wise <bc avoided. 
Black Alkali soils

Magneslc sulphate retards, but doc 


not prevent germination, when pros 
wit In quantities equal to one pe 
cent of the air-dried soil. 


Sufficient sub-moisture is nccessar 


to enable the beet to mature. Will) 
in the first stages of developcmen 
the plant exhausts all tho surfac 
•water of tho land, aided by the nati 
rnl evaporation caused by tho sun' 
rays, and as the surface grows drj 
the thin tap root of tho plant work 
down to the subsoil where It mus 
find sufficient moisture to fully ma 
turo the root. 


If the land Intended for beetgrow 


Ing has never been cultivated befor 
it must bo thoroughly exposed to ni 
and light, otherwise the crop won!

—June, July and August—Is found. In 
considering tho availability of a cer- 
tain location for beet raising. It Is 
customary to draw a lino connecting 
all points having this average tem- 
perature of 70 degrees F. This line 
Is called tho Isotherm of 70 degrees. 
Lines aro drawn parallel i to this lino 
at a distance of 100 miles either side, 
and tho belt of land Included between 
these linos Is considered to be the 
portion of land where the boct Is most 
likely to be successfully grown. This 
portion of land Is commonly called 
the sugar belt.

It stands to reason that nnccusslvi 


raising of beets on the same pleco o 
ground must produce crops gradual!} 
decreasing In quantity mid quality 
and that this will bo tho case the 
sooner and lu a more marked manner 
tho loss fertile tho ground by nature 
I would always favor, and It will be 
found more advantageous to utlllzi 
tho ground, after having grown beets 
on It at least one year for another 
crop. 


As to tho crops to bo grown In nv 


tatlon the practical farmer Is tho best 
judge, and will, of course, consider 
local conditions, such as marketabll 
Ity of the crops to ho rained, etc. 


A good plan of rotation, which I un 


dorstand In'much practiced'-by west 
orn fanners, Is to grow first corn 
then some small grain, say wheat 
oats or barley, and'then sugar -boots 
Tho reason for starting tho rotatlor 
with corn Is that the removal of tl.i 
butts,, which would bo necessary I 
beets wore to bo grown on the mum 
piece of land tho second year Is of 
ton expensive, while at tin- end of th< 
second years this would no longer bt 
necessary, tho butts by this tlmo hav 
Ing rolled away.

once and for all. If desirable or con 
vonleiit each section may bo nub-ill 
vliled into two Holds, so that twi 
kinds of winter coroals and two kinds 
of leafed plants may bo rained. The 
principle of the above four-Held plai 
It to rotate cereals or shallow grow 
Ing plants wltli leafed or deep grim- 
Ing plants, and experience has provei 
It to be a fact that by can-fully ob 
serving the rotation tho yield of tin 
cereal crop Is largely Inorensed owlnj. 
In the first place to tho more carefu 
and Intense cultivation of the soil 
and secondly to the more oxtonde 
use of stable manure and fertilizers 


Dcets should always follow the cor 


eal crop, because the latter -being 
harvested early, loaves tho ground It 
readiness for early fall plowing nee 
ossary to successful beet culture. 


The beet grower will do well tr 


thoroughly study the' effect of , prc 
ceding crops, for there Is no quostloi 
that, tho crop grown on a piece o 
land during tho year previous to It 
being used for beets to a cosldorable 
extent Influences the quality and ylol 
of tho beet crop. The reason Is plali 
enough: Different crops tako from tin 
soil such Ingredients of fertility, at» 
In such proportions and quantities, a 
they require for the elaboration o 
their plant tissues, roots, foliage, etc.

different crops vary considerably li 
their fertilizer requirements, as alst 
their methods of growth, charaoto 
of root system, etc.. hence a partlcu 
lar crop will give a bettor yield- whei 
preceded by some crops than by oth 
ers.

give a better stand, yield and quality. 
Deeper planting must.lie avoided, es- 
pecially In heavy soil, as otherwise 
the plants. If they come up at nil. 
will lie weak, and In case of very ear- 
ly planting the seed Is apt to rut in 
the ground. 
As' to sooklnp the seed and the use 


of the roller before or after the drill- 
Ing. or both before and after, this de- 
pends on local conditions. 
Regular 


rules cannot be set up for It. but ev- 
ery practical farmer will decide the 
question for himself. fn a light sandy 
soil It Is absolutely necessary to use 
roller and float so as to compact the 
soil and to smooth and fill up all 
horse tracks, so that In drilling there 
•will be no depressions for the drill 
to dive Into. 
If this

the 


sand Into the. depressions left by the 
drill, or- the'wind by biowfng may 
fill them up, burying tho seed so 
deep that It will not ro;iie up. As 
a rule I would not advise soaking of 
the seed, for if dry-weather should 
set In Immediately after planting all 
sprouted Deeds would perish. 


•An excess of seed will produce In a 


very \vet spring tho inconvtmlenco 
that'Home more work will bo :ieces- 
sary In thinning, out the plants. This 
extra work, however, nnd the small 
extra expense for seed will bo amply 
repaid In the fall by* 
tho 
larger 


amount of beets harvested. 


Irrigating Up the Seed. 


This Is practiced In some localities. 


It Is done by making a small furrow 
some six Inches from tho seed and 
letting water run Into this fiirrow un- 
til It soaks sideways and wots tho 
seed. In heavy soil and soil which Is 
very retentive of moisture irrigating 
up the seed* is of no bcncflt and rath- 
er detrimental. Such soil bakes easi- 
ly, and.the bad effects of hardening 
would counteract the good effect ot 
the extrv moisture. Where tho land 
is sandyVcnough so as not to bake.'Ir- 
rigating up Ihe seed will prove bene- 
ficial, fn very light soils it Is almost 
a necessity, as such soils do not hold 
enough moisture to Insure a complete 
germination. 


Cultivating the Beet 


' The next Important work of the 
beet farmer Is hoeing and thinning 
out.* Before plants arc up many small 
•weeds Just germinating may be killed 
by hoeing the surface over the rows 
with a steel rake. Tho main thing 
Is to kill all weeds as fast as they ap- 
pear and to keep the ground loose. 
Under no circumstances must tho 
weeds be allowed to get the start of 
tbo beet plants. 


If Immediately after planting the 
seed heavy rains should form a crust 
on the field a light harrow may be 
used, but only In case Ihe seed has* 
not germinated, otherwise it would be 
better to use a cultivator, following 
the rows easily desccrnlblc from the 
marks of the press wheels. As soon 
a» the plants break 
through 
tho 


ground—about two weeks after tho 
drilling—and the rows can be follow- 
ed actual culllvallon must begin. 
This work Is best performed cilher 


•with a one or two horso cultivator. 
It Is almost Impossible lo cultivate 
and hoe too much. 
Frequent hoeing 


Is one of the main causes for satis- 
factory and heavy yields. 
In Ger- 


many they say: "Tho sugar Is hoed 
Into the beets." Three hoclngs are 
absolutely necessary and considered 
as sufficient, but I would strongly ad- 
Vise at least four to five hoelngs. The 
additional hoeing will, of course, in- 
volve extra work and extra expense, 


. but these will bo amply repaid by 


a heavier and fuller yield of beets. 
Experiments In this direction have 
shown that the additional hoclngs In- 
creased the yield from nn acre one- 
.half lo three-fourtlis ton and more, 
and produced a better 
quality 
of 
.beets.. Tho reason Is easily explain- 
ed. 
Frequent hoelngs 
keep down 


• •weeds, loosen the soil, so that the 
. air can exert Us beneficial Influence, 
and keep the moisture in Ihe ground. 
Hoeing should be begun as early as 
possible, twice before the thinning 
out. which should be started as soon 
as the young plants have roots about 
one-eighth Inch In diameter, or arc 
about two inches In height; 
Great 
care must .be taken In attending to 
this part of the work, which is the 
most Important of all tho cultivating 
•work. 
Alter the third hoeing tho 


cultivator should bo used every eight 
or len days, and) even oftcncr. if 
growing, weeds should demand it. 


'.. Thinning Out. 


. Early thinning out Is tho main re- 
quisite for successful bryet mlsliiK. 
and' can- only he done properly by 
hand. When the heels havo attnlne.l 
• some size and show four leaves It 
• Is time lo commence tho thinning. 


The thinning out must be done In 
the most careful and prompt manner, 
as on It depends In a vrcy largo meas- 
ure the yield and quality of the crop. 
Every inch of tho beet field must be 
carefully weeded and nothing allow- 
ed to be seen above hto ground save 
the outward evidence of inward-sug- 
ar developing growth. 


Different Dates of Thinning 


The proper tlmo lo do Ihc work Is 


while the planls- aro very young, as 
soon as the llilrd or fourth leaf be- 
comes well doHnod and Ihc root is 
only a mere thread. 
If the Ihliinlng 


Is delayed loo long Ihe plant receives 
a setback from which it has dlfllculty 
to recover. 


The thinning out may be extended 


over a period of at least fourteen days 
without injury tp the crop,, nnd the 
different dates of thinning within this 
time would not have any perceptible 
effect on either the qtianllly or Ihc 
quality of Iho crop. 


Different Distances of Thinning. 
The thinning out must bo done in 
such a manner as to leave tho plants 
standing six to eight inches apart. 
In very rich soil six Inches, and oven 
four Inches space between each beet 
In tho row would be preferable. 
In 


fairly rich soil It would be advisable 
to thin out eight Inches apart, while 
In poor land thinning out to ten in- 
ches apart Is necessary. 


It Is generally contended that beets 


eight to ten Inches apart turn out 
poorer In quality than those growing 
closer together, and thai If the stands 
are equal more tons per acre will be 
raised at loss than eight Inches apart 
than at over this distance. 


The rows should llrst bo spaced 


illnary four or six inch hoc, cutting 
a four or six Inch bunch • of beets 
out and leaving about 
a 
two-inch 


hunch, which will 
contain 
several 


plants, all of which arc removed by 
hand pulling except tho 
Htrongcst 


plant. The best way to thin for a 
person Is resting on his knees to go 
over the row. selecting tho best beet 
and holding It down firmly with the 
thumb and finger of the left hand, 
while a quick move of the right hand 
pulls up all extra beets and weeds 
remaining. The ground must be pres- 
cd firmly around the remaining plant. 
If timely thinning out Is neglected the 
roots become entangled, making the 
thinning detrimental to the plant that 
Is left. 


One person can thin an acre of 


beets In about four days, hence 11 giv- 
en acreage; can be thinned out at tho 
rate of one person to each three or 
four acres. 
In small beet fields the 


thinning can generally be done quick- 
ly. and whore a largo acreage has to 
he attended to It is advisable to hire 
help rather than delay tho work un- 
til the heels attain much size. Tho 
pulling out of tho surrounding plants 
leaves tho remaining one in weak eon- 
dltlon, which is nut the case while 
it 1 3 only beginning to send Its routs 
Into tho ground. 


After tlie lliiiinlng out three more 


hrielngs, or, If possible, four, should 
be given, and the beet field needs no 
further care- until '.he harvesting tlmo 
about live mouths alter planting. 


Transplanting Beets. 


This con only bo pi notice:! by set- 


ting the beets Into running water. 
It 


Is a nifctliud requiring so much care 
that It 1ms usually not been found to 
pay. 


As hi the distance from beet to 


beet. I would recommend 18x8 inches, 
which would give to each licet In tho 
aggregate 144 'square 
Inches, 
and 


which, ns experience has shown, is 
the right average, guarding the in- 
terests of both— the farmer for, many 
beets nnd tho factory for good beets. 
This space of 114 square Inches for 
every beet ought to give the right 
medium weight of 
I'/fc to U pounds

for the farmer will tie seen by the 
following:

Tonnage Per Acre. 


From the foregoing It will be seen 
that the raising of ten to fifteen tons 
per acre should he easily accomplish- 
ed with good tillage and tolerably 
favorable soil and climatic conditions. 
The average tonnage per acre varies 
In different localities. 
At the pres- 


ent time, according to the reports of 
the Agricultural- Department, tho av- 
erage yield Is between ten and fifteen 
tons, although In many 
localities 


fanners have raised a good beet with 
a tonnage as high as twenty-live tons 
and snore to the acre. The amount 
of sugar obtained from one ton of 
beets depends wholly upon the purity 
of the beet • and Its sugar content. 
Usually the amount ranges from 8 to 
12 per cent, or from 1GO 
to.

Climatic conditions 


In the1 various States, of course, will 
have to bo considered, but It should 
bo made a fixed rule to harvest only 
fully ripened beets. Cases on record 
In ISurope show that factories have 
lost as much as $15.000 to $20,000 In 
one campaign of fiO.OOO tons of beets 
by harvesting too early, I. c., at a 
tlmo when bul a small porlloa of the 
b.eels were fully matured. 


Ueets taken from the same fleld 


later In the season showed a consider* 
able increase In sugar contents and 
kept well In the silos, while those 
harvested before maturity very noon 
began to rot. The advice not to start 
harvesting before the crop is ripe 
can. therefore, not bo repeated too 
often. 
A few warm days nnd cool 


nights may sometimes bring Ihe beet 
lo complete maturity and give it Us 
full value.

1 sure sign ot the ripe- 


ness of the beet easily discerned by 
the experienced eye Is Iho change of 
Uio dark g'/jcn color of the bt»ct 


by the puller and partially lifted out 
of the ground the topper grasps It by 
the- leaves and lifts It with tlie loll 
hand from tho ground, whllo with the 
right hand ho removes the crown or 
top of the beet by one blow, cutting 
Just at the base of the bottom leaf. 
This Is done by a knife made ex- 


pressly for this purpose, but a strong, 
well reveled butcher ttnlfo with n ten- 
inch blade will perform thu work as 
well.

The extra work 
will be well paid by the gain In 
weight, besides, It will enable the 
farmer to harvest -his crop gradually 
without employing extra labor, whllo 
otherwise when a car of beets must' 
loaded In one day to prevent too 
great a .shrinkage it requires extra 
help, and often all other farm work 
has to bo neglected. 
The pilling must be done before 


the ground freezes, and all beets must 
be iree from frosl when pitted. 


The pits aro usually arranged lu a 


straight row about thirty feet apart 
in which no lens than two tons of 
lopped beets aro placed, making a 
slanting pile with Iho roola lying lo 
wards iho center of the pit. Tho beets 
should not be covered too deeply wltli 
earth, not ovor six Inches, when first 
pitted, for If they become too warm 
In the pit they rapidly loae In sugar 
content. To allow for ventilation two 
top openings one foot in 
diameter 


should be left in each pit. A light] 
layer of loose straw (with a few in-1 
CMOS of dirt on top of Uic straw to | 
prevent It from blowing away) should 
bo added before tbo weather gets 
cold, and In an ordinary season will 
offer sufficient protection, but iu case 
of exceptionally cold weather it may 
be found necessary to cover tho pltss 
with long manure to prevent freezing. 
If properly pitted beets will keep 
four to six months. 
If the pits are 


not properly protected and the heels 
kept from freezing they will rapidly 
spoil with changes In temperature. 
As soon as the covering of the silo 
freezes two inches shut ventilation 
holes with earth and keep them shut.

None of the mentioned 
diseases 


have been very ilestructlvo ns yet. 
and the consensus of opinion of most 
of our ICutlmoIngl'^ts is that they will 
not prove seriously harmful.

advise, however, tho farmer as soon 
as he discovers any disease in his 
beet fields, and 'likewise when they 
are attacked by any of tho Insect en- 
emies of the beets,, such as the "lira 
beetle." web worms, gophers, etc., to 
at once apply to the factory agri- 
culturist or the Experimental Station 
for remedial advice.
